Probably the strongest tale of show* 
er ot meteorites has been handed 
tlown by the Sioux Indians in Dako* 
ta. A story is told by the old men 
ot the tribe, and they sav that they 
received it Iroin their aiicest is, who 
were participants tn the fight by the 
intervention ot tho Maoilou. The 
story has been banded down by tra- 
dition from lather to son until it has 
lieconte a part ot tribe's history .and is 
firmly believed by all the Indians on 
the Coteaii range. Nor is the story 
without cviilence to prove its truth. 
The very name ot the Cannon Hall 
river is derived trout the traces ot 
this miraculous intervention ot the 
heavens of the Indian fight. 

The “Cannon Ball river" is n mys- 
tic title, indeed, and perhape the read* 
er will wonder from what source the 
nsnte was derived. The Cannon Rail 
river is one of the many streams of ike 
northwest that join to make the "Big 
Muddy," and ae it wanders through 
the “Rad Lands’* anti down through 
the valleys of the Coteau range there 
is apparently nothing to distinguish it 
from the many other rivers and 
streams that water that country. But 
there is a peculiarity about the stream 
that is moat singular, and one that 
would probably pay a gnolngist to in* 
vsetigate. An hour’s ride from Bie* 
ntarck, on the opposite shore of the 
Miseeari from Standing Rock Indian 
agency, is the mouth ot the stream, 
where its waters mingle with the 
muddy river that flows to join the 
Father of Waters near fit. Iannis. 
Along this stream, a distance of four 
or five mile* from it* month, may lie 
found hundreds and thousands of 
stones of si! site*. The reader may 
think there is nothing extragrdinsry 
in this. The extraordinary part is 
not the presence of the stones, but in 
their sbajie and weight. 

The stones of the Cannon Bull riv* 
erare far different from the stone* 
generally lound along the streams ot 
the Dakotas. Each mid every stone 
is a perfect sphere and t* extraordina* 
rily heavy The si*'* range from that 
of a large bullet to that ol e ten pound 
cannon ball, some of them even 
reaching the sir.e ot three feet ill <li- 
•meter, The balls are much prised 
by the people who have moved into 
that country, ami many have them 
as ornainuiJls, either in t list houses or, 
if they are large, in tlieir yards. They 
ure strange curious, and no one ever 
visits tits river without taking away 
one or more of the round stone* as 
mementoes of the visit. No one lias 



of the Sioux. The stronghold was 
strengthened and the Indian.* fell that 
this waa to be the last of their race. 
There was an thought of surrender. 
It was to lie a battle to the death. 
One of the tribe* must be extermina- 
ted. To fall info the hands of the 
enemy meant torture that was a thou- 
sand rimes worse than 'tenth. 

A small party of scouts was dis- 
patched to look after the enemy and 
report apon their poeition, but these 
scouts nevsr returned. Their bloody 
scalps were afterward seen dangling 
from long poles in the possession of 
the Crows. When this ghastly sight was 
brought before the entrenched Sioux 
a scene of consternation followed. The 
squaw* and papooses, with the old ami 
feeble warriors, were huddled togeth- 
er in tut* group, while t lie braves as- 
sembled under the leadership ot the 
most noted chiefs and prepared for 
the onslaught of the enemy. Just 
when life looked darkest fot the Sioux 
titer* appeared in th*ir midst Long 
Ked Dog, the medicine man of the 
trilm' He was the greatest known 
medicine man ot the whole land, and 
kis words had the weight of law with 
the Sioux As he stalked into the 
erewd where the preparations were 
being made for battle the Indians 
flocked amend him and listened for 
the words that might fall fiotti his 
li|i*. A wav* of hi* long, bony hand 
calmed the warriors and lie spoke: 

Brethren, the Crows have re-in- 
fiirced their already powertul army. 
Some of oar ence meet trusted ami 
faithful wrriors are among them. 
They have provea themeelves traitors 
to tilt blood that hind* them to the 
Sioux. They have lietraved us and 
doomed its to die. The Crews will 
sweop down upon us ami destroy 
every thing in reach. Death and de- 
struction will mark their path unless 
sotnsthtng come* to save us. Thev 
are now hut a short distance away, 
and we must take njr ponies ami Un- 
to the hanks of the river if we would 
save our liven ri ben the battle 
* ones kill yourselves rather 
lltaa fall tafo the hands of the Crows. 
R> it Dog has spoken Blind his word-. 

Red Dog's words filled the Sioux 
with glisira, Slid the hravos 1 >< gnu to 
prepare ‘or flight to the river. The 
pwniee and aquew* were packed ami 
all that could nut lie carried was hur- 
tled ia order that it might not tall in 
the hand* of ike Crows. The ilcctng 
Sioux reached th# (tanks of the river 
when th* advanced guard ot the 
Crows was teen on a hilltop n it hull 
a mile awav. Further flight was ini 
possihl* Slid a stand was made tor a 
fight. Th* Crows were now rapidly 
approaching and their nmuliera ap- 
peared to he atinnet Counties*. There 
seemed to be n* salvation (o the Sioux, 
who were luidd>ed together, deter- 
mined to fight to the Inst. Singing
